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END OF AN ERA? Standard Quay, home to shipbuilders for centuries, could be replaced by housing, cafes and shops

A TRADITIONAL industry is 
under threat from plans to gentrify 
the home of Faversham’s historic 
sailing barges. 

Standard Quay has been home to ship 
repair and shipbuilding since Roman times. 

Property developers want to get rid of 
the industry and put cafes, shops and hous¬ 
ing into the historic buildings which line 
Faversham Creek. 

Campaigners have six months to convince 
Swale council they have a viable alternative. 

Faversham is one of only two sites in the 
country where Thames barges can be refitted; 
the other is Maldon, Essex. 

The quay is a tourist attraction providing 
several thousand visitors a year, but cam¬ 
paigners fear the proposals will crowd out boat 
builders, making their businesses unviable. 

They have formed Standard Quay 
(Faversham) Ltd, a community project aimed 
at ensuring the yard is preserved and 
traditional skills passed on. 

This week young workers passed the 
first stages of their apprenticeships as 
shipwrights. 

Brian Pain, one of the driving forces behind 
the rescue plan, said: “As one of the Cinque 
Ports, Faversham has a proud boatbuilding 
past. If Standard Quay is protected from 
property developers we will have a proud boat 
building future too. 

“But this exciting sustainable future could 
easily slip through our fingers. If you share 
our vision and want to stop Standard Quay 
being destroyed to make way for retail outlets,

Window opens our 
eyes to fire safety

A FIRE safety campaign 
targeting Polish migrants 
has been launched in a 
Sittingbourne shopping 
centre. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service 
transformed an empty shop in The 
Forum, daubing its front window 
with a huge banner - written in both 
English and Polish. 

Kevin Ford, crew manager at 
Sittingbourne fire station, said the 
increasing number of vulnerable 
migrants from Eastern Europe had 
prompted the move. 

He said: “There is a large Eastern 
European community in the area, in 
addition to migrant workers, and it 
can be difficult to engage with this 
group, so we hope this extremely 
visual display will grab their atten¬ 
tion and serve as another way to get 
important safety messages across. 

“There has always been an influx of 
foreign workers during the summer, 
but increasingly people are staying 
on and settling in Swale. 

“However it’s important that peo¬ 
ple know while the message is in 
Polish it is also in English and our 
aim is to raise awareness in all sec¬ 


tors of the community. There are a 
number of vulnerable groups, includ¬ 
ing the elderly and we plan to target 
each of them.” 

The innovative shop display cost 
less than £200 and was created by 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service 
(KFRS). It has already been used in 
an empty shop in Sheemess on the 
Isle of Sheppey and proved a useful 
tool to highlight the Service’s Home 
Safety Visits. 

It details a help line number which 
householders can use to request a 
free home assessment from Kevin 
and his team. 

KFRS partnership manager 
Samantha Jones said: “We always 
planned to repeat this campaign in 
other parts of the county and we are 
delighted that business owners, part¬ 
ner agencies and members of the 
public are supporting it. 

“The shop window is being given 
free of charge so this allows value for 
money from the project and proves it 
is not a one hit wonder.” 

Jill Read, Swale council’s regenera¬ 
tion projects officer, said: “I welcome 
this initiative which highlights an 
important community safety aware¬ 
ness message, whilst reducing the 
perception of the empty shop.”

restaurants, housing and picnic 
areas, join our campaign. 

“All of us can help preserve our 
heritage by telling elected councillors 
and planning officials what we feel 
about the threat to Standard Quay.” 

The campaign group says there are 
enough empty shops in Faversham’s 
town centre. It has formed a commu¬ 
nity company to run the yard and 
plough profits back into it. 

Mr Pain says if the plan doesn’t 
work, 16 skilled shipwrights and 
blacksmiths will be lost to the town, 
along with the potential to create 50 
more jobs. 

Many of the youngsters came off 
the street to learn new skills. 

Tom Browning passed the first 
stage of his apprenticeship this 
week, he said: “I had never been sail¬ 
ing before. It was a chance to learn 
something new and I’ve thoroughly 
enjoyed the experience. I want the 
chance to develop what I’ve learned.” 

A spokesman for Swale council 
said: “While the issues affecting 
Standard Quay are first and fore¬ 
most private matters between land¬ 
lord and tenant, the council is con¬ 
cerned to ensure that this historical¬ 
ly outstanding enclave of water- 
related businesses survives and that 
traditional and other vessels contin¬ 
ue to have access to the quayside, 
with their facilities and essential 
services maintained. 

“There are no proposals currently 
before the council to redevelop the 
site or change its use. While all coun¬ 
cils have the power to compulsorily 
acquire land, they can only do so 
where there are actual proposals for 
the site identified in the develop¬ 
ment plan for the area. 

“While the council will be consider¬ 
ing the future land uses for the area 
through its proposed Faversham 
creek area action plan development 
plan document, its is not currently 
programmed to reach adoption until 
mid 2012 and as such the option to 
consider compulsory purchase orders 
could not be made until then.”

Jail for attack on delivery man 


TWO drunken thugs have been sen¬ 
tenced to 15 months in prison after 
launching a savage attack on a news¬ 
paper delivery driver in Teynham. 

Daniel Jagger was assaulted as he 
pulled up in his van outside the Co¬ 
op store, in London Road, in May. The 
34-year-old’s attackers left him, 
unconscious in the street, only to 
return and launch a second assault 
as he lay unable to defend himself. 

Daniel Peter Brown, 22, of Barrow 
Green, Teynham, and Anthony 
James Brown, 22, of Batteries Close, 
Lynsted, pleaded guilty to assault. 

The entire event was captured on 
CCTV, prompting the two men give 
themselves up and plead guilty. 

Sentencing, the judge gave them 
credit for coming forward, reducing 


their sentences from three years 
‘imprisonment to 15 months after 
time served. 

The court heard how Mr Jagger 
was unload¬ 
ing newspa¬ 
pers when 
the two men, 
who had been 
drinking 
since the pre¬ 
ceding after¬ 
noon, took a 
paper from 
him before 
launching an 
unprovoked 
attack. 

DC Steve 
Rees of the area’s major enquiry 


team in charge of the case said: “This 
was a particularly nasty assault, on a 
man who was just carrying out his 
work at the time. 

“There was no motivation for the 
attack other than that the offenders 
were heavily intoxicated at the time. 
I hope this serves as a warning that 
alcohol-fuelled violence will not be 
tolerated and can have serious reper¬ 
cussions - in this case, being life 
changing for all those involved. 

“It is a testament to the hard work 
of the enquiry team and the power of 
the press that these men are now 
behind bars. 

“I would like to thank the media 
and the entire investigation team 
whose efforts have finally brought 
this pair to justice.” 



VICTIM: Daniel Jagger 
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Suicide bomb claimed 
life of brother-in-arms

A TEENAGE soldier from Sheppey 
was killed instantly when a suicide 
bomber detonated a car bomb yards 
from him. 

Daniel Holkham was just 19 when he was 
deployed to Sanguin, Afghanistan, with 3 Rifles 
Battle Group. 

In March, he was at the front of a ten-man 
patrol when an estate car packed with explo¬ 
sive headed towards him, a Maidstone inquest 
was told. 

Before any of the soldiers could react the 
bomber detonated his deadly cargo, killing 
Daniel and wounding two others 

Daniel was one of three Sheppey-bom broth¬ 
ers all serving with 3rd Battalion The Rifles in 
Helmand province. 

His section commander, Lance Corporal 
Brian Le Masurier, was ten metres behind him 
when the bomb went off. 

The patrol had just finished guarding bomb 
disposal experts who succesfully dealt with an 
improvised explosive device (IED) Daniel had 
detected near Sanguin bazaar. 

It was his job as “point” man to find buried 
bombs in the patrol’s path using a metal detec¬ 
tor. L/Cpl Le Masurier said his group was 
patrolling a wadi, a dried-up riverbed, when he 
first noticed the white car. 

He said: “I saw it 300 metres away. It was 
going very slowly. The vehicle kept coming and 
then it spun towards us. There was nothing at 
all to arouse suspicion.”

Rifleman Holkham was level with the vehicle 
when it blew up. L/Cpl Le Masurier said: “It 
was only doing about 20mph. There was only a 
few seconds before it detonated. I didn’t get 
time to fire a shot.” 

Both the Lance Corporal and the second man 
in the group, Rifleman Daniel Stead, were 
wounded. Rifleman Stead saw the bearded 
man driving the estate. 

He said: “He was wearing a cap and had a 
long beard. I remember hearing a bang and 
there was grey dust everywhere. 


“The Lance Corporal shouted: ‘Man down’. I 
looked over and saw Rifleman Holkham lying 
motionless ten metres away from me.” 

Experts estimate up to 30kg of explosives 
either in the boot or on the back seat killed the 
young soldier. All that was left of the car was 
the engine block. 

Platoon commander Captain Daniel Brown 
thought the IED found near the bazaar might 
have been bait to lure the soldiers in. 

He said: “The vehicle veered and accelerated. 
The Lance Corporal didn’t have time to get a 
shot off. As he raised his rifle the bomb detonat¬ 
ed. Although Rifleman Holkham was wearing a 
helmet and body armour, it wouldn’t have 
saved him.” 

The officer said the estate car had already 
passed another patrol who didn’t think it out of 
the ordinary. 

Mid-Kent Coroner Roger Sykes said: “Daniel 
Holkham died from blast injuries caused by 
an explosion. He was on patrol when a vehicle 
detonated, killing him instantly. He was 
unlawfully killed on active service.” 

Addressing Daniel’s parents, Roger and 
Tracy, Mr Sykes said: “You can take a great deal 
of pride in your son’s service to his country.” 

Afterwards, Capt Brown said: “Rifleman 
Holkham died at the head of his patrol while 
intercepting a suicide bomber before the insur¬ 
gent could cause havoc in Sanguin bazaar.” 

He said Daniel had potential in abundance 
and was well liked by his comrades: “His jovial 
character coupled with a cheeky streak marked 
him out as one of the characters of the platoon, 
with a bright future ahead. 

“He was the kind of person every soldier 
would want by their side.” 


Takings grabbed 
by masked raiders 

MASKED robbers are being hunted 
after pushing a Sheemess shopkeeper to 
the ground and making off with his tak¬ 
ings. 

Police have appealed for witnesses 
after the robbery at Queen’s Way conven¬ 
ience shop on Tuesday, December 7, at 
8.40pm. The owner was attacked by two 
thugs after refusing to hand over cash. 

Both wore scarves to mask their iden¬ 
tities. The men are described as white, 
about 5ft 5in tall and of slim build. One 
was wearing a black ski-style jacket with 
a multi-coloured scarf. The other had a 
blue ski-style jacket with a black scarf.

Pensioner rescued 
after blanket blaze 

A SAFETY alert has been issued after a 
fire was sparked by a pensioner trying to 
keep warm during the wintry weather. 

Emergency crews were called to 
Queenborough, on the Isle of Sheppey, on 
Friday, December 3, at 10pm after a 
woman in her 90s placed a leaking hot- 
water bottle on an electric blanket, caus¬ 
ing a mattress to catch alight. The blaze 
was quickly dealt with and the woman 
escaped unharmed. 

A fire service official said: “With the 
cold weather we’ve seen many people - 
in particular the elderly - turning to 
additional heat sources. But as well as 
heat they bring risk. If you have elderly 
or vulnerable neighbours or relatives, 
check on them to ensure they are warm, 
safe and well.”

The housing options team can 
provide information on avoiding 
repossession or eviction, and advice 
about a mortgage rescue scheme 
designed to help vulnerable home- 
owners to stay in their home.

Shame of drunken 
nightclub assault 
against girl cousin 


DRUNKEN Aaron Harris hit his 
cousin round the head when they 
met in a nightclub because she 
ignored him. 

Anna Lee White spoke to Harris, 
23, of Cross Lane, Faversham, in 
Club Chemical and then turned her 
back. Harris admitted assault when 
he appeared before Canterbury 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Teresa Ruiz, prosecuting, said: 
"She was approached by her cousin 
who asked why his uncle didn’t 
party any more. She turned and her 
drink was knocked over her. She was 
hit in the eye and asked: What was 
that about?’. 

“She then went to the club 
entrance and asked for the police to 
be called.” 

The girl’s eye swelled up. 

Mrs Ruiz said: “When interviewed, 
[Harris] said he had few memories 
about what happened because he 
was drunk. 

“He could recall meeting his cousin 


and was annoyed that she turned 
her back on him. This was an unpro¬ 
voked attack and she suffered pain 
from the assault.” 

Harris said he was horrified by 
what he had done. 

“I didn't intend to give her such a 
whack,” he said. “I was so drunk I fell 
across her and pushed her over. 

“I have been to my cousin and apol¬ 
ogised to her and her family and took 
her out to dinner. 

“I’m not a violent person. I won’t 
drink that amount ever again. I’m 
devastated by what I have done. I 
feel guilty that I got so drunk.” 

Chairman of the bench William 
Meams told Harris: “It was a delib¬ 
erate, unprovoked attack on a vul¬ 
nerable young girl. You caused her 
shock, alarm and emotional dis¬ 
tress.” 

Harris was given a 12-month com¬ 
munity order, to include 100 hours’ 
unpaid work, and ordered to pay £50 
compensation plus £50 costs.

Parents pay the 
price of absent 

schoolchildren 


A CRACKDOWN on truants in 
Swale has seen a huge increase in 
parents issued with fines or taken 
to court. 

Head teachers are increasingly using their 
powers to impose penalties of £50 on parents 
of children who take more than five days of 
unauthorised absence. 

And Kent County Council says it is taking 
a “robust approach” to absenteeism - prose¬ 
cuting more families than ever before. 

Chris Berry, head of attendance and behav¬ 
ioural services at KCC, said: “There is a clear 
link between children who attend school and 
their educational attainment - if you don’t go 
to school you won’t learn. 

“It is the statutory responsibility for the 
school and KCC to make sure children 
attend school. We use a range of measures to 
do this but fines have been found to be a good 
way to intervene early on and avoid 
entrenched absenteeism.” 

Under the penalty scheme parents are sent 
a warning letter before being fined. If they 
fail to pay up they will be prosecuted and 
fines can rise to up to £200. 

Magistrates also have the power to impose 
a parenting or community order or send the 
parent to prison. 

Schools are becoming increasingly more 
sophisticated at tracking attendance with

the introduction of new computing software 
and a multi-agency approach. 

Mr Berry said schools, such as Sitting- 
bourne college, were consistently monitoring 
truancy and, as well as imposing sanctions, 
were devising innovative ways to encourage 
youngsters back to school. 

He said: “We have to help schools to think 
about more creative and flexible ways to get 
children back to school. Sittingboume Com¬ 
munity College is a beacon of good practice in 
this respect. 

“Adults need to be bold enough to imple¬ 
ment changes that can make a difference. 
Part of our service is to help schools to think 
about creative and flexible programmes. 

“It’s about working with parents and chil¬ 
dren to encourage them to take up school and 
demonstrate what it can offer them.” 

SCC head Alan Barham said: “The college 
is determined that all students, whatever 
their ability, achieve qualifications and see 
themselves as successful. 

“We offer four learning pathways, curricu¬ 
lum courses and six personalised pro¬ 
grammes. These have significantly improved 
attendance in Years 10 and 11.”

A BENEFITS cheat has been prosecuted 
after fiddling the system out of nearly 
£5,000. 

Rachel Killington, 29, of Goodnestone 
Road, Sittingboume, received a one-year 
community service punishment order and 
must complete 80 hours of unpaid work. 

Killington pleaded guilty to making a 
false statement on a claim for council tax 
benefit and failing to notify the authori¬ 
ties that she was living with her partner, 
Anthony Parker, despite claiming 
income support as a single person. 

The fraud took place between March, 
2008, and July, 2009. 

In total, she swindled £4,963.49, made- 
up of £1,105.44 in council tax benefit and 
£3,858.05 in income support.

Cllr Duncan-Dewar-Whalley, Swale’s 
portfolio holder for finance, said: “We 
joined forces with the Department for 
Work and Pensions to secure this convic¬ 
tion. Swale council is committed to work¬ 
ing with its partners to achieve such con¬ 
victions and this joint working is some¬ 
thing we will continue.” 

Filmer Wellard, Swale council’s inves¬ 
tigation supervisor, said: “It is essential 
that people contact Swale council’s bene¬ 
fits office if you wish to report a change 
in your personal circumstances to avoid 
overpayments occurring.

POLICE officers have been praised 
after their quick thinking saved a 
man from freezing to death. 

Mike Ashton, from Kingsdown, near 
Sittingboume, was walking home from work in 
sub-zero temperatures when he collapsed from 
the cold in an orchard at Chilton Manor Farm, off 
Highsted Lane, Rodmersham. 

The 59-year-old was seen on the ground by 
Nicola Kelly, who was walking her dog, at 9.30am. 
She called the police and PC Nicki Hunt and 
PCSO Matthew Link were quickly on the scene. 

PC Hunt said: ‘When we arrived I couldn’t find 
a pulse because he was so cold. But when I put 
my ear to his mouth I heard a very faint breath 
so I knew he was still alive.” 

PC Hunt started rubbing Mr Ashton’s arms 
and legs to get his circulation going while PCSO 
Link ran to a nearby house to ask for blankets. 

The officers took off Mr Ashton’s wet coat and 
wrapped him in the blankets together with a foil 
survival cover. 

We lifted him up to tiy and get his circulation 
going, sat him on diy sheeting and he slowly 
started to come round,” said PC Hunt. 

The lorry driver had set off from his Chatham 
work depot at just after 6am, knowing that his 
partner Angie Ward was snowed in at home and 
wouldn’t be able to collect him. 

Mr Ashton paid tribute to the passer-by and 
the two officers. He said: “I owe my life to them. If 


it hadn’t been for the lady who was walking her 
dog I probably wouldn’t be here. The two officers 
knew exactly what to do to save my life. How can 
I ever thank them enough? 

“It just shows how vulnerable you can be in cer¬ 
tain situations and how quickly the cold can take 
hold. The snow was semi-slushy, so it was three 
times harder to walk than normal and I was hun¬ 
gry and dehydrated. 

“I remember becoming very slow and methodi¬ 
cal and then I started becoming delirious. The 
next thing I knew the police officers were rubbing 
me and keeping me warm. If it wasn’t for them, I 
would have died.” 

PCSO Link said: “Being able to help was real¬ 
ly rewarding. When we first found Mr Ashton he 


could barely talk, but by the time he left in the 
ambulance to be checked over at hospital he was 
laughing and joking with us.” 

Ambulance paramedic Fred Hughes attended 
the scene. He said: “PC Hunt and PCSO Link 
should be veiy proud of the first aid they per¬ 
formed before my arrival. 

“Their actions were absolutely spot-on. They 
were quick to realise the patient was potentially 
suffering from exposure. They removed his wet 
jacket, wrapped a space blanket around him, 
placed a warm diy blanket over that and then 
protected him from the wind with his jacket. The 
incident clearly indicates the importance of peo¬ 
ple spending just a small amount of time to learn 
first aid and basic life support.”

Q 


Tell us a little bit about you. 


Although I live in Whitstable now I am 
actually a liver bird, though people tell me 
I don’t have a Scouse accent any more - until 
I say grass or bath. At work, I’m a chartered 
health and safety practitioner and managing 
director of The Bradley Group. 

Q™ us a bit about the Bradley group. 

A We started 10 years ago as a training com¬ 
pany, then added a consultancy service and 
a software company. We have survived the 
recession very well and I think that’s because 
we have solid, long-term relationships with a 
lot of our clients. 

We have eight staff and a good band of asso¬ 
ciates, who help us with specialist work and 
some of the training. That makes us very flex¬ 
ible. We can handle large contracts just as well 
as the smaller ones, thanks to having a client 
care and administrative team that is second to 
none. We do open courses in our lovely training 
rooms and also go out to clients’ own premises 
to give them tailored training. 

{ What sort of health and safety do you specialise in? 

A Our strength is in health and safety man¬ 
agement - a subject that is sadly neglected 
- but we cover operational issues as well, such 
as manual handling, working with computers, 
chemicals, explosive gases, fire, machinery - 
everything really. Through our staff, we have a 


really wide range of experience of different 
sectors too - from infant schools to power sta¬ 
tions, and almost everything in between. 

A Do you think the recent kicking of health and safety is 
^justified? 

A Not entirely. People are still being hurt and 
killed at work, though the press are not so 
good at reporting these cases as they are the 
various silly stories we have had. What’s hap¬ 
pened is that employers have rightly tried to 
do something about health and safety and 
have sometimes given people responsibility for 
it without also giving them the training to 
help them make sensible decisions. I’d be cau¬ 
tious too if I didn’t know what I was doing. Add 
to that the compensation culture that has 
been encouraged by claims farmers and you 
have a lethal mix - literally. 

I became passionate about health and safety 
early on in my training, after interviewing so 
many lovely people with one less eye and 
fewer fingers than they should have. It’s 
immoral to hurt people in pursuit of profit - 
and I have seen nothing to change my mind. 

Q Are health and safety regulations too constraining for 
businesses? 

A lt’s all down to interpretation. Parliament 
never intended them to be used in the way 
they sometimes are and while some regula¬ 
tions are complex the practical application of 
them can be quite straightforward. If a busi¬ 
ness really does have low risks and is small, 
then complying with the law won’t be expen¬ 


sive or constraining. The law only asks that 
employers do what it is reasonable for them to 
do to keep people safe and healthy. That’s not 
too much to ask, surely? 

Q What do you need to know if you are setting up in busi¬ 
ness? 

A Go to the HSE website or call their infor¬ 
mation line to find out what you need to do. 
You should be able to sort yourself out really 
easily, unless you’re going to be doing some¬ 
thing risky like digging holes or working with 
chemicals. If you get your head round health 
and safety right from the beginning and just 
incorporate it into how you manage your busi¬ 
ness, it won’t be a problem. But you must 
recognise when you will need advice - when 
you’ve grown or changed what you do - and 
budget for getting people in who know what 
they’re talking about. A poorly qualified 
accountant could sink your business but a 
poorly qualified health and safety consultant 
could help you to kill someone. 

Q What's your view about the future of the health and 
safety industry? 

A I hope the fear of being sued will calm 
down, that employers will recognise the 
value of good health and safety training - 
which will help employers to manage most 
risks themselves - and that the only people 
who will be asked for advice when it’s needed 
are those who have studied to degree level - 
the NEBOSH diploma for example. That 
should stop the myths.

Father of four 'panicked' when he saw police

Jail for husband 
who pushed his 
wife onto sofa 

WHEN Jason Apps pushed his wife onto 
a sofa after he discovered she’d found 
another man it resulted in prison. 

Normally such a minor assault would¬ 
n’t end with a jail sentence but Apps, 41, 
had hurt his wife before when he threw a 
vase at her. 

He was on a suspended sentence and 
Sittingboume Magistrates felt they had 
no alternative. 

The court heard Apps and his partner 
were living an uneasy truce in the same 
house in Grovehurst Avenue, Kemsley. 

He was living upstairs and she lived 
downstairs, only communicating by text. 

James Nichols, prosecuting, said Apps 
came down and saw his wife was talking 
about her new love on Facebook. He 
pushed her away onto the sofa and she 
complained to police. 

He admitted assaulting her. 

During interviews with police, Apps 
said he was smoking 30 cannabis joints a 
day because it helped him with his agro¬ 
phobia. He was in breach of a suspended 
sentence for possessing dope and one for 
the previous assault. 

Geoff Playford, defending, said: “After 
10 years his partner said she’d found 
another man and was intending to leave 
him. It was a very minor assault and 
shouldn’t have attracted a custodial 
sentence. He doesn’t live in an ideal 
situation because it attracts a high level 
of friction.” 

Chairman of the bench Colin Drake 
said magistrates had no alternative but 
to send him to jail for 105 days.

AMAZED traffic cops chased Ryan 
Boswell at speeds of up to 80 mph 
through Boughton and Faversham, 
a court was told. 

Boswell, 26, drove through a red light at 
Brenley Comer, narrowly missing an oncoming 
car, and accelerated as he tried to throw police 
off his trail. He was finally stopped on the out¬ 
skirts of town. 

The defendant, of Priory Place, Faversham, 
admitted dangerous driving, failing to stop 
when requested by a constable, and having no 
insurance or driving licence at Sittingboume 
Magistrates Court. 

James Nichols, prosecuting, said Boswell’s 
Frontera 4x4 was spotted travelling at speed in 
Courtenay Road, Dunkirk. 

As it drove down the road it clipped the kerb 
twice and officers sped off in pursuit. 

He said: “As it approached the A2 slip road 
the officers put on sirens and flashed their 
main beam but it didn’t stop. 

“As it approached the roundabout at Brenley 
Comer it drove through a red light, causing a 
car coming through a green light to brake 
sharply. As it approached Faversham it was 
doing 80mph in a 30mph zone.” 

He was finally stopped at Hilton Close. 

Boswell, who was under the drink drive limit, 


told police he only drove because a lady friend 
was unfit and it wasn’t his car. 

The father of four defended himself. 

He said: “I wanted to get home to my children. 
I made the wrong decision to help somebody 
and I panicked when I saw police. I’m sorry for 
putting other people in danger. I could have 
harmed somebody.” 


Boswell was given a 90 day prison sentence 
suspended for a year, 200 hours community 
work and was also banned from driving for 
18 months. 

Chairman of the bench Colin Drake said: 
“You were a risk to the public. You disregarded 
an officer of the law and ran a red light nearly 
causing a collision.”

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Legendary 'Stick Man' a 
tale of the unexpected

AMONG the strangest legends in 
Britain is the story of the 'Stick 
Man’ of Loose - a bizarre creature 
which seems to have haunted a 
group of young people. 

It is one of many tales gathered together by 
writer Neil Arnold as part of his book, 
Paranormal Kent, which looks into the coun¬ 
ty’s darker side. 

His book tells how on January 14, 2003, a 
person named only as Simon posted a story on 
the forum of Fortean Times magazine, which 
covers stories of strange phenomena. 

It states: “I will record a rather unpleasant 
experience which took place tonight. 

“A group of about ten of us were sitting chat¬ 
ting in the Loose Valley at about midnight. 

“After about 45 minutes, Will leapt to his feet 
slapping his head saying there was a bee in his 
hair; he looked absolutely terrified. 

“Both Dorothy and I saw the outline of a tall, 
thin figure wearing a hat dancing behind him. 

‘Will said later it was as if a terrifically loud 
buzzing was coming up through the top of his 
head. However, only Rachel heard any buzzing. 

Thin figure 

We partially satisfied ourselves that it must 
have been a bees’ nest, and so we moved a lit¬ 
tle distance away. As we moved away, Dorothy 
and I saw a ring outlined in the grass which 
enclosed where we had been sitting. 

“Eventually it started raining, so we headed 
for Rachel’s house. As we left, I turned around 
and saw the same thin, black figure walk 
across the opening between the trees to where 
we had been sitting. 

We had been sitting in Rachel’s bedroom 
for a while, when I looked at Will, who was 
reading, and saw an amorphous black blob 
drop out of his hair on to the bed. I was the 
only one who saw this. 

“A few seconds later a black shape started 
whizzing around. The main movement was 
from bottom left to top right as I was sitting, 
getting larger during the movement and 
inducing a great fright. About four people alto¬ 
gether saw this. 

“Later, the girls slept in a room together. 
Apparently Rachel and Molly saw the black 
blob in the curtains during the night. 

“I, however, had an excellent night’s sleep. 

“On first awakening I saw the thin black 
figure silhouetted against the wardrobe doors. 
I must admit I lost my calm last night and was 
bloody terrified by the whole thing.” 

The legend of the stick man is one that is 
included in several cultures - most notably 
some native American tribes who believe them 
to be malevolent entities. 

However, the Loose myth is possibly the only

recorded instance of the story appearing in 
Britain. 

Villagers say that it is possible the shadows 
cast by a number of trees could have been the 
cause of the apparition. 

Roy Hood, who has lived in Loose for 80 
years, also has an explanation. 

“There was a man who used to cut wood and 
he would often be seen with bundles of sticks 
around him - maybe that was the origin of the 
legend,” he said. 


Widespread 
condemnation 
of plan to dig 
up woodland 

ANGRY campaigners are continuing to 
fight plans which would see an area of 
Maidstone woodland dug up to making 
way for a ragstone quarry. 

More than 100 local people turned out 
for the latest public meeting in which 
representatives from Kent County 
Council (KCC) and construction firm 
Gallagher Group tried to gauge reaction. 

The Protect Kent team and the Wildlife 
Trust have joined forces to oppose the 
extension of the Hermitage quarry, which 
is already in operation nearby. 

A Facebook group petition group 
against the Gallagher Group has 
swelled to more than 1,500 members. 

The construction firm has said that 
there is a high demand for ragstone, 
which is used in the restoration of his¬ 
toric buildings, including Canterbury 
Cathedral. They also argue that should 
the quarry close down and not be 
extended more than 50 people will lose 
their jobs and it will have a negative 
impact on the local economy. 

A spokesman for the construction firm 
said: “We have been quarrying at the 
Hermitage Lane site for 20 years. 

‘We understand the range of issues 
that must be considered including the 
protection of the public and the environ¬ 
ment, and we have a proven track record 
of high-quality restoration, habitat cre¬ 
ation and environmental care. “ 

But the Oaken Wood supporters are 
standing firm and let both KCC and the 
Gallagher Group know what they think 
of the plans. 

Wildlife 

Local residents raised concerns over 
blasting noise and vibration, the loss of 
ancient sweet chestnut coppice wood¬ 
land and potential damage to wildlife in 
the area. 

On the Wildlife Trust website their 
mission statement for Oaken Wood said: 
“Gallagher Ltd has suggested there will 
be a benefit for wildlife from the propos¬ 
als through the management of the 
remaining woodland and the creation of 
new habitats, including native wood¬ 
land, scrub, meadow and pond. 

We disagree. Ancient woodland is irre¬ 
placeable. Ancient woodland is the most 
important UK wildlife habitat for the 
number of species of conservation con¬ 
cern that are supported, as well as the 
thousands of everyday species which 
complete the ecosystem. 

“The replacement of such a valuable, 
continuous habitat by the creation of a 
number of small and immature habitats 
can only result in a major long-term loss 
in biodiversity.” 

The construction firm has stated that 
the new quarry extension area would 
take up 33 hectares, roughly 14 per cent 
of Oaken Wood as a whole. 

A KCC spokesman said: 
“Representatives from the council’s plan¬ 
ning applications committee visited the 
site and hosted a well attended public 
meeting on Tuesday evening to hear 
firsthand the concerns of local people on 
the planning application to extend 
Hermitage Quarry. 

“The comments raised will be consid¬ 
ered by the county council as part of the 
planning application process. The appli¬ 
cation is expected to be determined early 
in 2011. Residents can write giving their 
views to the Planning Applications 
Group at Kent County Council.”

Much better from the Beeb was Sherlock, 
with the brilliantly named Benedict 
Cumberbatch as the super sleuth. 

The show was a marvellous take on Holmes, 
and far better than Guy Richie’s so-so film 
adaptation. 

Of course none of us should ever forget Phil 
Mitchell’s unlikely crack habit in EastEnders. 

Watching a grizzled angry man rifle through 
a rubbish bin in search of more drugs has 
never been so gripping. 

The XX deservedly scooped the Mercury 
music prize with their moody gothic rock and 
Stevie Wonder showed the hipsters how to 
really do it at Glastonbury with a storming 
set. 

Warpaint injected a fresh wave of sexy, 
female angst into rock, as part of tripped-out 
grunge revival of sorts and the various X 
Factor rejects and winners from past years 
scored big hits despite releasing songs that 
were purely piffle, with Jedward chief culprits. 

The show has now become a self-fulfilling 
prophecy, with the losers and the winner top 
ten fixtures year round, and the Cowell’s mas¬ 
terplan complete.

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Enjoy the last in the Narnia series, 
but it won't be a tearful farewell 



WAVE OF 3D: There's plenty of action and adventure in the finale of the Narnia series, The Voyage of the Dawn Treader

THERE’S action and adventure 
ahoy in the third book of CS 
Lewis’s enchanting Narnia series, 
published back in the 1950s. 

Following on from the daring escapades of 
Prince Caspian, The Voyage of the Dawn 
Treader sets sail without the two eldest 
Pevensie children, Peter (William Moseley) 
and Susan (Anna Popplewell), and press- 
gangs some fresh talent to carry the series into 
the choppy waters of the fourth book, The 
Silver Chair. 

Director Michael Apted bows down to the 
current fad of 3D format but this version of the 
film barely takes advantage of the eye-pop- 
ping possibilities. 

Most of the cast return with the notable 
absence of Eddie Izzard as the voice of sword- 
wielding mouse, Reepicheep. 

He’s replaced by Simon Pegg, who rouses the 
cast into action by telling the children: “There 
is no honour in turning away from adventure.” 

The film opens with Peter away at universi¬ 
ty and Susan in America, consigning Lucy 
(Georgie Henley) and Edmund (Skandar 
Keynes) to a miserable stay with stuffy cousin, 
Eustace Scrubb (Will Poulter). 

He collects insects and can’t think of any¬ 
thing nicer than pinning his relatives to the 
wall like butterfly specimens. 

“Note to self: investigate the legal ramifica¬ 
tions of impaling relatives,” he writes in his 
journal. 

During a fight between Edmund and 
Eustace, a painting in the guest bedroom mag¬ 
ically transports all three children to Narnia 
and on to the titular vessel captained by 
Drinian (Gary Sweet). 

Eustace is aghast but Lucy and Edmund set¬ 
tle in quickly as Namian royalty, reuniting 
with King Caspian (Ben Barnes) and 
Reepicheep (Pegg) aboard The Dawn Treader. 

It transpires that Caspian is on a quest to 
locate the swords of seven lost noblemen and 


the Pevensie children pledge their support, 
encountering the White Witch (Tilda Swinton) 
and the majestic lion Aslan (Liam Neeson) 
along the way. 

“Until you lay down the seventh sword, evil 
has the upper hand,” reveals the magician 


Coriakin (Bille Brown). 

“To defeat the darkness out there, you must 
defeat the darkness inside yourself,” he adds 
helpfully. 

The Voyage of the Dawn Treader is the most 
crudely constructed of the films, loosely stitch¬

ing together the set pieces with comical alter¬ 
cations between Eustace and his courageous 
cousins. 

Inevitably, the new boy discovers the hero 
within, while Lucy learns valuable lessons 
about self-confidence and beauty. 

Production design is impressive and the 
script introduces two monsters for the special 
effects-heavy finale that should delight 
younger audiences. 

Poulter matures from comic relief to would- 
be hero - he’s the central character of the 
fourth book - while Henley and Keynes make 
the most of their underwritten roles before 
they too bid a tearful farewell to their fantas¬ 
tical friends. 

Our eyes remain dry.

I’LL admit that when I 
first took the Blue Mikey 
out of its box and plugged 
it into my iPod touch, I 
was dubious. 

I mean, how good can a micro¬ 
phone you plug into an iPod dock 
really be? 

I was pleasantly surprised. 

For a start, it’s small and sturdy 
with a solid hinge that allows it to 
be best positioned to record what¬ 
ever it is you need to record. 

And the sound it captures is 
both rich and crisp when you con¬ 
sider the mic’s compact size. 

The Mikey plus iPod combo 
turns the already-versatile Touch 
into the perfect field-recording 
tool. For journalists wishing to 
record an interview it’s fast and 
simple, but the recording quality 
is also good enough for podcasts 
and perhaps even radio. 

With this in mind, the Blue 
FiRe recording software (down¬ 
loadable from the App Store) is 
the way to go. 

This free app, written specially 
to work with the Mikey, is 
optomised to get the best out of 
the miniscule microphone and it 
really does work. 

But voice recording is all very 
well... what about a real chal¬ 
lenge? 

I’m in a folk band called Los 
Salvadores, and often at band 
practice we’ve used the terrible 
microphones on our mobiles to 
record ideas, simply as a memory 
aid. This works to an extent, as 
long as all you’re trying to cap¬ 
ture is a quick snatch of singing 
or a guitar line here and there. 
Add in much more and it quickly 
becomes the sonic equivalent of a 
muddy puddle. 

But recording whole songs with 
the whole six-piece band would be 
a powerful writing tool. Could the 
Mikey be the answer to providing 
instant reference demos? Could a 
mic this small really record six 
instruments with enough clarity 
and separation to draw meaning¬ 
ful conclusions about a track?

I decided to put the mic to the 
ultimate test, and set up the 
Mikey- equipped Touch at a prac¬ 
tice. I say set up... I launched 
Blue FiRe, pressed record and left 
it on a stool. 

I was pleasantly surprised by 
the result. Forget phone micro¬ 
phones, the Mikey is in a different 
league. I’m not saying you can 
forgo full-blown studio set-ups 
quite yet, but if you are a musi¬ 
cian needing a fast and con- 
veinient audio reference tool, you 
can do a lot worse (and pay a lot 
more) that this second gen Mikey. 

And the fun doesn’t stop there. 
Blue added a line input for 
recording guitars, and the Blue 
FiRe app includes a number of 
export options, so you can record 
a track and send it to a web serv¬ 
er to be downloaded and edited in 
the future. 

It’s conceivable that you and a 
number of Mikey-equipped mates 
could indulge in some pretty high 
quality online collaborations 
using nothing more than the 
plug-in mics and basic editing 
software.

IT’S more than 50 years 
since Tintin, the cub 
reporter and cartoon charac¬ 
ter who has since become 
one of Belgium’s best-loved 
exports, first set foot in 
Jordan with his faithful lieu¬ 
tenants Captain Haddock 
and Snowy the dog. 

His adventures there provide the 
backdrop for a film to be released 
next year by Steven Spielberg and 
co-director Peter Jackson. 

Of course, Jordan tourist wallahs 
can hardly believe their luck. 

One tour operator, On The Go 
Tours, has won the backing of 
Moulinsart (holder of the rights to 
the Tintin adventures) to start guid¬ 
ed adventure tours taking in the 
Wadi Rum desert, the Dead Sea, the 
Red Sea and Petra, and I was lucky 
enough to experience an early taste 
of what visitors can expect. 

The local agent collected us at 
Jordan’s capital, Amman, with a 
comfy 25-seater coach and a cool box 
- a wonderful forethought in this 
sweltering country. 

Our first port of call was the Dead 
Sea, and en route we spotted the 
twinkling city lights of Jerusalem. 

Our four-star hotel overlooking 
the beach was clean and spacious 
with welcoming staff. 

Buffet breakfast next morning 
was such an interesting mix of 
British, continental and Jordanian 
fare that I expected to become the 
first person to sink in the sea’s salty 
water. 

Floating in the Dead Sea is a sur¬ 
real experience. It’s so salty that 


cuts sting like fury on entry into the 
water, but once you lie back and shut 
your eyes it’s glorious. 

I washed back to the shore like 
flotsam after keeping my eyes shut 
for a bit too long - which gave me an 
incentive to cover myself in Dead 
Sea mud, provided free on the beach. 

We then headed towards our next 
stop - Little Petra. Dropped off in 
the hills a few miles from the hotel, 
we found Arabian horses waiting to 
transport us the final distance. 
Guides led us along the A1 Hasanat 
path and two hours later we stopped 
for a glass of sweet black tea which 
replenished our energy levels to 
complete the journey to the hotel. 

The next day it was off to the 
Unesco heritage site of Petra - the 
Rose City. Featured in the Tintin 
story Red Sea Sharks, it’s well known 
as the place where the Holy Grail is 


guarded in Spielberg’s Indiana 
Jones And The Last Crusade. 

After walking just over a mile we 
emerged between the rock faces to 
the sight of the Treasury, Petra’s 
most elaborate ruin which is hewn 
into a sandstone cliff. Wadi Rum did¬ 
n’t disappoint. Dropped off at the 
edge of the desert, we boarded a Jeep 
to get into the heart of the landscape, 
passing sand dunes and camel 
herders. The area is peaceful, relax¬ 
ing and breathtakingly beautiful. 

The full Tintin tour also includes 
two days at the Red Sea, with a boat 
trip to the Pharaon Islands and the 
chance of snorkelling. There's also a 
free day to relax before transferring 
to Amman for the journey home. 

No doubt the Spielberg film will be 
wonderful - but it won’t match the 
thrill of retracing Tintin’s route 
across Jordan.

parking assistance and all-wheel drive. 

The engine line-up is all turbocharged - 
what did you expect from the turbo master 
brand? - and includes a 1.6-litre petrol unit 
that concedes little in performance to the 
slightly dearer diesel entry model, though fuel 
consumption is markedly inferior. 

The 160PS (157bhp) 2.0-litre TiD Vector SE 
diesel we tested feels heavy and, like standard 
versions of the Insignia - not as nimble as you 
come to expect from BMW and Audi rivals. 

But the ride comfort and long-distance cruis¬ 
ing ability is impressive, with loads of space 
for those in the back and a massive boot. 

The cabin isn’t gaudy or innovative, but just 
carefully laid out in the Saab way; aficionados 
like to think Saab dashboards can trace their 
lineage back to the aviation parent company. 

The powertrain and six-speed auto gearbox 
matches this refinement and the front-end 
styling won’t let you down in the office car park. 

I think the designer’s hand strayed a little 
towards the rear of the car, but this opinion 
started a lively debate whenever I raised it 
with colleagues, so it’s one of those “beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder” motors.

Message to Southeastern Trains - commuters are also taxpayers, says Trevor Moss.. 



SO THERE I was, on a high-speed train, 
having got on, on time, at Folkestone 
West and heading for London. 

But sure enough and yet again, found myself at 
Omph while sitting outside Ashford station waiting 
for the connecting units to trundle down the track 
from Canterbury. The outcome being another delayed 
connection made at the platform. 

I question whether Ashford station platform is the 
right place for rolling stock to be connected, 
particularly Hitachi class 395 rolling stock. 

The number of computer crashes as a result of 
cobbling two trains together makes a joke of the 
premium fare high-speed service. 

Apparently no changes to the timetable are 
anticipated to provide for independent trains to run 
down the line and back from their respective branches 
until 2012, the same year that London Olympics 
authorities plan to commandeer all these trains for 
weeks, with Southeastern’s full consent, to run 
between St Pancras and Stratford, to the detriment of 
regular users. 

Anyway, I dutifully completed the questionnaire 
given to me en route asking for my views on 
Southeastern. It was a pathetic attempt to placate 
travellers by asking for their opinions after the lack of 
services due to the wintry weather of the previous 
week. This list of half-baked questions were not the 
ones I really wanted to ask or answer. Like, how on 


earth does Southeastern justify the hike in fares by 
up to 12 per cent when people are getting zero per 
cent salary reviews and an unreliable service? 

If we were in France, we’d all be refusing to pay fare 
increases. In fact, in France, there would be a week of 
demonstrations where people would storm the trains 
and refuse to pay fares at all. Now there’s a thought. 

Of course, we know what the cop-out statement on 
fare rises is going to say: “But the Government has 
reduced subsidies, therefore the traveller has to bear 
the brunt, not the taxpayer.” 

Well, Mr Southeastern representative, I am a 
taxpayer and a commuter, but I don’t see any tax 
rebate coming from the Government in relation to its 
reduced obligations to fund the rail network. 

To cap it all, on the way home, I got to the station to 
find, yes you’ve guessed it, that the Folkestone-bound 
high-speed train was terminated at St Pancras, once 
more due to technical difficulties. 

While waiting for half an hour at a bleak Stratford 
International I saw four trains head in the direction 
of St Pancras, but no one at Southeastern thought to 
turn one of these around to form a replacement 
service. Eventually, it was standing room only on the 
next train. With the level of criticism Southeastern is 
getting, from Kent MPs to the daily customer, this 
company isn’t the future of travel in Kent but will be 
recognised as part of the failed history of 
privatisation of the rail network in this county. The 
sooner Southeastern loses its franchise the better.

Hidden agenda of 
insurance 'myths' 

How interesting that while insurers 
continue to swamp the media with 
stories perpetuating the myth of 
the compensation culture, the 
media has barely mentioned the 
House of Commons Transport 
Committee inquiry into the cost of 
motor insurance. 

A cynic might be forgiven for 
thinking that this is because 
insurers don’t want any attention 
focused on insurance premiums 
which have rocketed in the past 
couple of years out of all proportion 
to their own ‘fudged’ statistics on 
the supposed increase costs of 
claims. The insurers blame the 
lawyers, yet legal costs have been 
fixed for the vast majority of road 
traffic accident claims since 2003. 

And significantly reduced costs 
were agreed with the insurance 
industry only six months ago to a 
point where, frankly, they cannot go 
any lower without effectively 
leaving innocent victims to either 
pay their own legal fees or fend for 
themselves. 

Furthermore, insurers receive 
substantial income in referral fees 
themselves. These come from credit 
hire companies for passing on 
details of their own innocent policy 
holders who have suffered road 
traffic accidents, and from solicitors 
to whom insurers ‘sell’ their own 
innocent policy holders’ claims. 

It is a scandal of national 
proportions that an insurance 
industry which receives a 
guaranteed income stream in the 
form of compulsory third party 
insurance - and receives referral 
fees for effectively encouraging 
people to claim for their road traffic 
injury - should be allowed to 
clobber innocent motorists with 
premium increases which they then 
try and blame on everyone else in 
the market but themselves.

Generations failed 
by public servants 

Public health, like public 


protection, public transport - 
anything that requires service 
providers’ dedication to faithful 
duty, considering they are taxpayer 
funded or subsidised, instead have 
assiduously denied us basic 
universal appropriate services. 

For generations they have failed 
us with impunity having flouted 
due diligence and best practice. 

From my own efforts to 
“engage” I am certain the 
responsibility lies with 
mismanagement. 

I was misled by semantics, PR 
and witnessed wilful twisting of 
statutory legislation to drop 
standards and cut essential 
infrastructure and staff - for 
example axing A&E with the 
blessing of GPs involved in 
replacing Queen Mary’s Sidcup 
A&E with inferior urgent care. 

The undeserved status, terms 
and conditions for such culprits’ 
misuse, abuse and exploitation of 
the public trust is rewarded by 
personal profit and political gain 
even though it is a government 
pyramid that has vandalised the 
NHS, intent on fully exploiting 
revenue generation (best 
described by Rupert Thurgo’s 
letter about TV Licensing threats, 
wanting to fly easyJet but paying 
extra to BA for nothing). 

I found Alison Barnett 
ineffective at Bexley Care Trust, 
so I am not surprised that in 
common with health professionals, 
train operators in our region, the 
wrong “directors” are making 
disastrous decisions that impact 


adversely on us not them. 

I remember asking the GP head 
of the local executive committee 
and NHS trust members more 
than ten years ago to tackle poor 
nutritional values and harmful 
additives in mucked-up processed 
food either by authorising us to 
contact food manufacturers and 
supermarkets or doing it through 
GPs/public health. I was rudely 
told that was for government to do. 

In my family we are prone to 
asthma, diabetes, heart disease, 
eczema and blindness through our 
compromised immune systems 
that react with inflammatory 
chronic conditions. None of this 
was ever acknowledged nor did I 
get any monitoring or support 
even when my health suffered. 

Like Ian MacMillan’s blog on 
divorce in 1980s, I have learned to 
ask the right questions and ended 
up learning that only a carotid 
artery scan can detect that the 
heart is struggling with blocked 
arteries. Blood tests cannot, yet 
how many lipid clinics and artery 
scanners are there for the 
population? 

My introduction to the caring 
public health and GPs of Bexley, 
who were then as now supposed 
to work in partnership with local 
councils was eye-watering. 

It is my opinion that partnership 
whether with police or any of the 
above named is a paper exercise of 
targets and unrealistic wish-lists 
that are rarefy if ever met but get 
ticked anyway. 

Human fallibility at its worst 
resides in the management 
committees and the willing ‘yes’ 
persons further down the pyramid. 

I won an award for a disease 
prevention, health-enhancing 
programme which would have 
trained up all kinds of health 
professionals from physios, 
occupational therapists, nurses 
and doctors to carry out group 
consultations on community 
allotments/parkland walking 
tracks complete with on-site halls 
and kitchens to provide nutritious 
meals to patients during the day. 

Children, students, the Prince’s 
Trust, Probation Service all 
wanted to get involved but were 
blocked and we were vilified by 
the not-for-value PCT, council 
leader, his underlings and 
unhelpful GPs who responded to 
my lobbying by saying they had 
better things to do, or offered us 
only congratulations but no 
positive action. 

Without the genuine backing 
and goodwill of these gatekeepers 
we got nowhere. Several older, 
active and generous supporters 
from that time have died, 
disillusioned and saddened by the 
hostility of MPs, politicians and 
their henchmen. 

Eighty per cent NHS funding 
would be better left as individual 
untaxed health allowance or at 
least distributed back to adults 
from tax paid. 

I know my family would not 
waste our medical/health 
allowances and that we would get 
better choices and options. 

Anyone who did waste their 
allowance would not get extra.

Maintenance skills lost 
on younger generation 

DIY knowledge that used to be passed 
down through the generations is now 
being “lost in the midst of time”, 
Homebuilding & Renovating magazine 
has said. 

The comments follow research by Saga 
Home Insurance, based in Sandgate, 
which found that younger people are 
now far more likely to rely on profession¬ 
al help to fix problems in the home, 
rather than carry out work themselves. 

According to the report, 18 per cent of 
adults under the age of 40 would pay a 
tradesman to repair leaking or broken 
pipes in their property, compared to five 
per cent who would attempt to mend 
them personally. 

Jason Orme, editor of Homebuilding & 
Renovating, said many younger home- 
owners now work such long hours that 
performing home improvement tasks in 
their spare time is the ‘last thing they 
want to do”. 

“There is no question that many young 
people don’t tend to have those basic DIY 
maintenance skills anymore and it is 
disappointing” he added. 

The research from Saga revealed over- 
50s were three times more likely than 
under-35s to repair pipes, while more than 
a quarter of the older age group would 
replace missing roof tiles, compared with 
just one per cent of their younger peers. 

Market trends causing 
increase in cost to rent 

INCREASED demand and a fall in 
the supply of new properties led to a 
rise in rents in the three months to the 
end of October, the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors (RICS) has 
reported. 

In its latest survey, 39 per cent more 
surveyors reported seeing an increase, 
rather than a fall, in rents compared 
with a positive balance of 27 per cent 
during the previous three months. 

The reading is now at its highest since 
the second quarter of 2007, tenant 
demand having been boosted by a short¬ 
age of mortgage finance and lenders’ 
demands for high deposits. 

Across the UK, London saw the biggest 
increase in rental prices and even 
prospects in the North, where rents have 
been falling, took a turn for the better. 

The Institution’s spokesperson, Jeremy 
Leaf, said: “The lettings sector has 
become increasingly strong over the past 
nine months, in contrast to the housing 
market which continues to slow.”

THE LATEST house price index 
from the Nationwide Building 
Society has revealed a 0.3 per cent 
fall for the month of November 
compared with October - the 
fourth time in five months that 
prices registered a fall. 

The latest fall means house prices are now 
just 0.4 per cent higher than this time last 
year, with the average UK home costing 
£163,398. 

However, regional variations continue to 
be a factor - with the South East performing 
better than other parts of the UK. 

Worst figures are for the north of England 
and Scotland while analysts say good rail and 
road links and an increase in demand for 
coastal homes have been factors in making the 
local market less affected. 

But Nationwide’s chief economist Martin 
Gahbauer said house price declines are 
unlikely to accelerate “in the months ahead”. 

“There is little to indicate that these sellers 
need to achieve a sale urgently for financial 
or economic reasons which means the down¬ 
ward pressure on house prices is only modest,” 
he said. 

There is little good news surrounding the 
housing market currently. 

Earlier this week housing intelligence group 
Hometrack revealed their house prices figures 
for England and Wales fell for the fifth consec¬ 
utive month in November. 

According to Hometrack house prices fell by 
0.8 per cent in the month to £155,000. 

Other housing surveys suggest the market is 
cooling. The Land Registry reported a 0.8 per 


cent fall in house prices for the month of 
October, while figures revealed a slump in the 
number of homes sold in October in the UK. 

Expectations 

According to government statistics 79,000 
homes worth at least £40,000 or more were 
sold in the month, a fall of 11 per cent on an 
annual basis. 

The number of new mortgages approved in 
the month fell to 30,766, down from 31,058 in 
September - representing the lowest level 


since March 2009 - when the country was in 
the midst of its worst recession in decades. 

The figures confounded analysts expecta¬ 
tions of a rise to 31,300 and continue to 
suggest the mortgage market will remain 
subdued over the coming months. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders and the 
Bank of England have both reported falls in 
mortgage lending over recent months. 

Meanwhile, house prices are expected to con¬ 
tinue to come under pressure as new instruc¬ 
tions continue to outstrip buyer demand.

EXPANSION is uppermost in the minds of 
all at Faversham Rugby Club as bosses look 
to attract the fresh talent needed to support a 
second-team on a regular basis.
